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REPORT  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  AT  THE 
84th  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


THE  84th  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the 
Nottingham  and  Midland  Eye  Infirmary  was  held  in  the 
Infirmary  annexe,  25  Regent  Street,  on  Monday,  12th 
June,  1944,  at  3  p.m. 

Her  Grace  Winifred,  Duchess  of  Portland  (President) 
occupied  the  Chair  and  was  supported  by  the  Sheriff  of 
Nottingham  (Councillor  F.  Carney),  Canon  R.  H.  Hawkins  and 
the  following  members  of  the  Committee  of  Management: 
Alderman  J.  N.  Derbyshire  (Chairman),  Mr.  A.  Brownsword 
(Vice-Chairman),  Mrs.  F.  A.  Broadhead,  Miss  G.  Harlow,  Messrs. 
A.  E.  Eberlin,  J.  Mowl,  W.  S.  Rothera,  E.  H.  Wilson,  Councillor 
E.  Purser,  Dr.  Thomson  Henderson,  Dr.  A.  C.  Reid,  Dr.  N.  P.  R. 
Galloway  and  the  Matron  (Miss  A.  Lee),  and  the  Secretary 
(T.  Russell  Moore).

-Gen.  Sir  Edward  T.  le  Marchant, 
Major  T.  P.  Barber  and  Mr.  J.  Ashley  Player  (Vice-Presidents), 
Sir  Jesse  Hind,  Mr.  G.  Terry,  and  representatives  of  Elson  & 
Robbins  Employees’  Hospital  Fund,  J.  B.  Lewis  &  Sons  Employees 
Hospital  Fund,  London  Midland  &  Scottish  Railway  Hospital 
Fund,  Newstead  Colliery  Sick  and  Death  Club  and  Stanton 
Ironworks  Employees’  Hospital  Fund. 

Report  and  Accounts. 

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Committe’s  Report  and 
Accounts  for  1943,  Winifred,  Duchess  of  Portland,  stated  that 
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the  year  had  been  one  of  the  busiest  in  the  history  of  the 
Infirmary.  Unfortunately  the  income  had  not  been  quite 
sufficient  to  cover  the  expenditure  and  she  appealed  for  further 
financial  support  from  the  public. 

The  Duchess  remarked  that  she  had  been  pleased  to  accept  the 
Presidency  as  she  was  thus  able  to  show  her  sympathy  with  the 
great  work  that  the  Infirmary  was  doing. 

The  President  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Annual  Report 
and  Accounts  for  1943  as  submitted  and  called  upon  Alderman 
J.  N.  Derbyshire  (Chairman  of  the  Committee)  to  second  the 
motion. 

Alderman  Derbyshire  stated  that  the  busy  year,  entailing 
more  work  in  practically  all  departments,  had  meant  that 
expenses  had  been  higher  than  ever  before.  The  Infirmary  had 
paid  its  way  to  within  £338,  but  there  was  now  a  small  debit 
balance  on  income  and  expenditure  account  which  he  hoped 
would  speedily  be  cleared  when  the  present  abnormal  circum¬ 
stances  passed.  He  pointed  out  that  the  accumulated  funds, 
however,  had  increased  and  now  stood  at  over  £47,000. 

Alderman  Derbyshire  expressed  confidence  in  the  future  and 
stated  that  an  unexpected  and  very  welcome  subscription  had 
been  received  since  the  close  of  the  year  from  the  Miners’  Welfare 
Fund  for  which  the  Committee  was  very  grateful. 

He  also  referred  to  the  payment  of  £1,000  recently  by  the 
Royal  Midland  Institution  for  the  Blind  for  the  endowment  of  a 
bed  in  the  Infirmary  and  stated  that  he  thought  it  was  unique 
that  one  charity  should  endow  a  bed  in  another  voluntary 
institution.  This  had  been  done  to  commemorate  the  services 
of  Dr.  Thomson  Henderson,  the  Honorary  Ophthalmic  Surgeon 
to  the  Blind  Institution  and  Alderman  Derbyshire  stated  that 
the  Infirmary  was  indebted,  not  only  to  the  Institution,  but  also 
to  the  great-heartedness  of  Dr.  Henderson  for  the  gracious  act 
of  causing  a  bed  to  be  endowed  in  his  name.  He  expressed 
grateful  appreciation  and  thanks  to  all. 

Before  formally  seconding  the  adoption  of  the  Report  and 
Accounts  Mr.  Derbyshire  paid  tribute  to  the  splendid  work  of 
Matron. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Rose  (Colwick  Loco.  Department  L.N.E.R.) 
supported  the  motion  and  handed  to  the  President  a  cheque  for 
£10  to  show  how  much  the  locomotive  men  appreciated  the 
work  of  the  Infirmary.  The  President  asked  Mr.  Rose  to  thank 
those  he  represented  for  their  practical  help. 
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Mr.  Guy  Wardle  (Chairman,  Royal  Midland  Institution  for 
the  Blind)  said  that  he  wished  to  tell  the  Meeting  how  heartily 
glad  his  Committee  had  been  to  welcome  the  suggestion  made  by 
one  of  their  number  to  endow  a  bed  in  the  Eye  Infirmary  to  mark 
Dr.  Thomson  Henderson’s  thirty-five  years  of  devoted  service  in 
the  interests  of  the  Blind  Institution  and  its  pupils.  It  was 
indeed  an  expression  of  gratitude  from  them  to  the  Eye 
Infirmary. 

The  Annual  Report  and  Accounts  for  1943  were  unanimously 
adopted. 

Election  of  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

On  the  proposal  of  the  Sheriff  (Councillor  E.  Carney)  seconded 
by  Mr.  J.  W.  Rose  (Colwick  Loco.  Department,  L.N.E.R.)  it  was 
resolved  : 

“  That  Winifred,  Duchess  of  Portland,  D.B.E.,  be  re¬ 
elected  as  President  and  that  Lord  Trent,  Major  T.  P. 
Barber,  Sir  Edward  T.  le  Marchant  and  J.  Ashley 
Player,  Esq.,  be  re-elected  as  Vice-Presidents.” 

Election  of  Committee  of  tVSanagement  and  Honorary  Auditor. 

Councillor  J.  Birkin,  J.P.  (Barber  Walker  &  Co.,  Employees’ 
Hospital  Fund)  proposed  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Strawbridge  (Hucknall 
Collieries  Accident  Club)  seconded  and  it  was  unanimously 
resolved  : 

“  That  the  following  be  re-elected  as  the  Committee  of 
Management,  namely  : — Sir  Jesse  Hind,  Mrs.  F.  A. 
Broadhead,  Messrs.  A.  Brownsword,  J.  N.  Derbyshire, 
A.  E.  Eberlin,  Miss  G.  Harlow,  Messrs.  W.  S.  Rothera, 
E.  H.  Wilson  and  Dr.  T.  B.  Gilbart-Smith,  together 
with  the  following  represenatives  of  the  Nottingham 
and  Notts.  Hospital  Saturday  Contributory  Fund  : 
Messrs.  J.  Mowl,  W.  R.  Squires  and  G.  Terry  ;  Alderman 
L.  W.  A.  White  representing  the  Notts.  County  Council 
and  Councillor  E.  Purser  (representing  the  Nottingham 
Corporation). 

And  that  Mr.  G.  W.  Tett  (Lloyds  Bank,  Ltd.)  be  re¬ 
elected  as  Honorary  Treasurer  and  Sir  Charles  Pain, 
Chartered  Accountant,  as  Honorary  Auditor  for  1944.” 

Election  of  Medical  Officers  Election  Committee. 

It  was  proposed  by  Canon  R.  H.  Hawkins,  seconded  by 
Mr.  G.  A.  Farndon  (Shipley  Collieries  Workmen’s  Accident 
Society)  and  resolved  : 

“  That  the  following  gentlemen  be  appointed  to  act  with 
the  Committee  of  Management  for  the  election  of  an 
Honorary  Medical  Officer,  upon  any  vacancy  occurring, 
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viz.,  Messrs.  H.  D.  Bright,  H.  H.  Goddard,  J.  Marriott, 
J.  D.  Marsden,  W.  N.  Parr,  Lt.-Col.  N.  Gervis  Pearson, 
Messrs.  J.  W.  Rose,  W.  C.  Woodward  and  a  representative 
of  the  .Hospital  Saturday  Committee  and  the  Hospital 
Sunday  Committee.” 

Thanks  to  Honorary  Medical  Staff  and  Auditor. 

Lt.-Col.  N.  Gervis  Pearson,  D.S.O.,  M.C.,  proposed  and  Miss 
Hewitt  (British  Celanese  Employees’  Hospital  Fund)  seconded 
and  it  was  unanimously  resolved  : 

“  That  the  best  thanks  of  the  Governors  be  accorded  to 
the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  : — Dr.  Thomson  Henderson, 
Dr.  A.  Christie  Reid,  Dr.  P.  R.  Galloway  and  Mr. 
Eric  B.  Armitage  (Honorary  Dental  Surgeon)  for  their 
services  during  the  past  year,  and  also  to  Sir  Charles 
Pain,  Chartered  Accountant,  for  acting  as  Honorary 
Auditor.” 

Thanks  to  President,  Matron  and  Staff. 

On  the  proposal  of  Mr.  G.  A.  Spencer,  D.L.,  J.P.  (Notts. 
Miners’-  Federated  Union),  Mr.  H.  Wragg  seconding,  it  was 
resolved  : 

“  That  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  be  given  to  the  President 
(Winifred,  Duchess  of  Portland)  for  her  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Infirmary  and  for  her  services  in  the  chair  ; 
and  to  Miss  A.  Lee  (Matron)  and  the  Staffs  for  their  work 
during  the  past  year.” 

Before  the  meeting  concluded  Mr.  J.  Birkin  paid  a  warm 
tribute  to  Mr.  J.  N.  Derbyshire  and  to  his  long  years  of  work  in 
the  interests  of  the  Institution. 

The  proceedings  then  terminated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  FOR  1943. 

rTAHE  Committee  has  pleasure  in  submitting  to  the  Governors 
the  84th  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1943. 

President. 

2.  The  loss  sustained  by  the  death  of  the  Duke  of  Portland  was 
referred  to  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting.  His  Grace,  who  had  held 
the  office  of  President  continuously  since  1912,  had  always  taken 
such  a  deep  and  active  interest  in  the  work  and  patients  over  the 
past  thirty  years,  during  which  long  period  he  had  scarcely 
missed  presiding  over  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Her  Grace  Winifred,  Duchess  of  Portland,  who  in  1912,  opened 
the  present  Infirmary  buildings,  was  invited  to  accept  the 
Presidency  and  kindly  agreed  to  do  so.  Her  special  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  the  sick  and  suffering  is  widely  known  and 
countless  patients  have  cause  to  be  grateful  for  her  ever  ready 
willingness  to  help  them  in  their  misfortune. 

Obituary. 

3.  By  the  death  of  Sir  Louis  Pearson,  in  November,  the  Volun¬ 
tary  Hospital  movement  lost  an  earnest  supporter.  Sir  Louis  was 
a  member  of  the  Medical  Officers  Election  Committee,  a  position 
held  by  him  since  1934.

Statistics. 

4.  The  year  has  been  an  outstanding  one  on  account  of  the 
unprecedented  demand  made  upon  the  Infirmary. 

The  attendances  in  the  Out-patient  Departments  totalled 
33,304,  the  number  of  new  patients  being  11,051.  Both  these 
figures  are  higher  than  ever  before  and  very  forcefully  emphasize 
not  only  the  value  of  the  benefits  received,  but  the  indispensable 
service  which  the  Infirmary  is  providing  in  maintaining  and  indeed 
improving,  the  eyesight  of  the  public  of  a  wide  area. 

The  number  of  In-patients  admitted  was  1,052,  of  which  108 
were  Private  Ward  cases.  This  is  the  first  time  that  the  thousand 
mark  has  been  passed  and  represents  a  very  considerable  increase 
over  any  preceding  year. 
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The  Committee  realises  that  this  great  amount  of  work  could 
not  have  been  achieved  without  a  very  thorough  and  complete 
organisation  and  the  whole-hearted  co-operation  on  the  part  of  all 
concerned — Honorary  Surgeons,  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs,  as 
well  as  administrative  and  domestic  workers  in  every  department 
of  the  Hospital.  The  loyal  support  of  each  individual  member  is 
warmly  appreciated.

Finance. 

5.  Income.  There  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
income,  which  totalled  £8,707,  compared  with  £8,025  in  1942. 
Subscriptions  and  donations  improved,  and  the  higher  rates 
charged  for  use  of  the  Private  Wards  and  to  Public  Authorities 
for  services  rendered,  bringing  them  up  to  a  figure  more  in 
accordance  with  the  actual  cost,  have  contributed  to  this. 

£3,046,  as  against  £3,228  in  the  previous  year,  has  been  received 
from  the  Nottingham  and  Notts.  Hospital  Saturday  Con¬ 
tributory  Fund  for  treatment  of  its  members  and  is  gratefully 
acknowledged.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the  new  rates  of  con¬ 
tributions  of  members  become  operative  as  from  1st  April,  1944, 
the  Fund  will  be  placed  in  a  position  to  resume  payment  of 
the  full  cost  of  the  treatment. 

Expenditure.  On  the  other  hand,  the  expenditure  has  also 
risen  to  a  total  of  £9,046,  from  £8,156  in  the  preceding  twelve 
months.  The  balance  on  Contingencies  account  was  exhausted 
in  1942  by  the  transfer  of  £400  to  off-set  expenditure  incurred  in 
that  year  and  thus  the  true  increase  in  the  amount  expended  on 
the  year’s  working  is  £490.  Over  £600  more  has  been  paid  in 
Salaries,  Wages  and  Honorarium  to  Medical  Staff,  the  aggregate 
being  £4,372  out  of  the  total  outgoings  of  £9,046. 

The  adverse  balance  for  the  year  is  £339  and  thus  for  the  last 
five  years  in  succession  there  have  been  deficiencies  amounting  in 
all  to  £1,392.  The  balance  on  Income  and  Expenditure  Account 
at  the  close  of  the  year  is  a  debit  of  £321.

Rushcliffe  Report  and  Hetherington  Report. 

7.  The  Committee  has  adopted  the  recommendations  of  the 
Rushcliffe  Report  which  relate  to  the  conditions  of  service  and 
salaries  of  the  nursing  staff  and  were  effective  as  from  1st  April, 
1943.  One  half  of  the  cost  of  the  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the 
nursing  staff  thus  brought  about  is  payable  by  the  Government. 

Since  the  close  of  the  year,  the  recommendations  relating  to 
domestic  staff  in  hospitals  which  were  contained  in  the 
Hetherington  Report  also  have  been  adopted  which  will  make  a 
further  financial  call  on  the  funds  in  1944,  the  whole  cost  of  the 
increases  in  wages  being  borne  by  the  Infirmary. 

National  Health  Service. 

8.  The  Government  has  now  made  known  its  proposals  for  a 
comprehensive  National  Health  Service.  Discussions  are 
proceeding  among  all  the  many  interests  involved. 

Prize  Day. 

9.  The  First  Annual  Prize  Day  was  held  on  1st  June,  when 
the  Chairman  presented  prizes  and  certificates  to  those  nurses 
who  had  been  successful  in  their  examinations,  which  followed 
courses  of  lectures  given  by  Matron.  The  lecturer  and  nurses 
are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  high  standard  attained.  Grateful 
thanks  are  accorded  to  the  kind  donors  of  prizes.

10.  The  Committee  again  places  on  record  its  high  appreciation 
of  the  great  work  performed  by  the  Honorary  Surgeons.  It  is 
realised  that  a  very  heavy  strain  has  been  placed  on  them  with 
the  ever-increasing  number  of  patients  requiring  examination 
and  treatment. 

Sir  Charles  Pain,  F.C.A.,  Honorary  Auditor  and  Messrs.  Blake  & 
Powell,  Stockbrokers,  are  thanked  for  their  respective  services. 

The  able  manner  in  which  Matron  (Miss  A.  Lee)  has  discharged 
her  many  duties  has  greatly  contributed  to  the  smooth  running 
of  the  Infirmray,  and  the  Committee  thanks  her  sincerely  for  the 
hard  work  which  this  has  entailed. 

The  work  of  the  House-Surgeons,  the  nursing  and  other  staffs, 
is  warmly  appreciated  and  thanks  are  due  to  all  for  their  efficient 
service. 

Among  others  who  deserve  thanks  are  the  members  of  the  Red 
Cross  Organisation  for  their  help  in  the  wards  and  in  the  sewing- 
room  ;  Rev.  T.  A.  Lee  (Rector  of  St.  Peters)  for  conducting 
Sunday  evening  services  and  for  his  weekly  visits  to  the  patients  ; 
and  to  Miss  0.  M.  Walker  for  her  assistance  in  the  Dispensary. 

The  Committee  is  deeply  conscious  of  the  valuable  help 
rendered  by  the  Subscribers  and  Donors.  It  also  desires  sincerely 
«  to  thank  all  who  have  rendered  service  and  support  to  the 
Infirmary  during  the  year  and  trusts  that  their  good  efforts  will 
be  continued.

RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  FEES 

The  Committee  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
Recommendations  are  available  for  the  year  of  issue  and  following 
year  only,  and  that  out-of-date  forms  oannot  be  accepted. 

The  Committee  earnestly  request  Subscribers  to  make  en¬ 
quiries  into  the  financial  and  other  circumstances  of  those  applying 
to  them  for  Recommendations,  and  to  issue  them  only  to  urgent  or 
necessitous  cases.  Undue  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the 
honorary  services  of  the  Surgeons  and  the  benefits  of  the 
Institution  by  those  in  a  position  to  pay  for  the  same,  and  in 
respect  of  School  Children  for  whom  special  provision  is  made 
by  the  State. 

Four  Out-Patient  Recommendations  are  given  for  eaoh 
Subscription  of  One  pound. 

Out-Patients  requiring  Medicine,  &c.,  must  pay  3d.  for  eaoh 
week  they  remain  on  the  books,  or  else  produce  a  second  Recom¬ 
mendation  from  a  Subscriber. 

In-Patients  are  admitted  on  the  recommendation  of  an  Hon. 
Surgeon,  and  are  required  to  pay  Is.  6d.  per  day,  in  advanoe 
towards  the  cost  of  Board,  Washing  and  Nursing,  unless  financial 
responsibility  is  accepted  by  the  patient’s  Contributory  Fund,  or 
by  a  Public  Authority,  &c.  Arrangements  may  be  made  for  this 
fee  to  be  paid  direct  by  the  employer,  or  other  person  interested 
in  the  patient. 

Patients  who  are  members  of  a  Contributory  Scheme  must 
produce  a  Voucher  for  hospital  treatment  issued  by  their  Secretary 
or  Collector,  instead  of  an  Infirmary  Recommendation,  otherwise 
charges  will  be  made. 

PRIVATE  PATIENTS. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  wards,  a  limited  number  of 
beds  are  available  for  private  patients  of  limited  means. 
Application  for  the  use  of  these  should  be  made  through  one  of 
the  Infirmary  Surgeons  to  the  Matron.  The  inclusive  charge  is 
20/-  per  day  for  a  room  with  one  bed,  or  12/6  per  day  each  patient 
for  a  room  with  two  beds  ;  patients  must  make  their  own 
arrangements  with  the  surgeon  as  regards  his  fees  for  operating, 
&c.,  and  with  the  Anaesthetist  and  other  Specialists. 

SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

Subscribers  are  respectfully  informed  that  their  Subscriptions 
become  due  in  advance  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year 
(Rule  6),  and  that  much  trouble  would  be  saved  by  their  forwarding 
the  amount  to  the  Secretary,  or  to  Lloyds  Bank,  Ltd.,  Market 
Place,  Nottingham,  as  early  thereafter  as  possible.
